The new method, developed by | 
bureau of agricultural researchers 
at Pasadena, California calls for 
quick chilling to 30 degrees 
fahrenheit and maintaining this 
temperature until used. The meth- 
od involves careful reaming of the 
fruit to keep as much peel oil as 
possible from the juice. 

The department said carload 
lots of this fresh juice, packed 
in one-gallon cans and refriger- 
ated with ice and salt, have been 
shipped from Los Angeles to New 
York City.

WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 
bigger you are, the less chance 
there is for an outsider to tell 
you what to do.

But when you move into the 
realm of nations, you're dealing 
with the biggest there is. 

And that’s the case with the 
United States, Russia, Britain 
and France. 

The foreign ministers of those 
four countries have been meet- 
ing in Paris for a week, talk- 
ing of working out an agree- 
ment on Germany. 

So far they've been miles 
apart, with Russia pitching for 
what she wants and the other 
three, standing together, want- 
ing something else. 

All four foreign minister:, in- 
cluding Russia's Vishinsky, who 
not long ago was screaming at 


the West, are being very po- 
lite. In fact, the New York 
Times even used ‘the word 


“gentlemanly”. 

But at the rate they're go- 
ing they may keep on being 
polite for weeks and wind up 
nowhere. 

If they break up, as they've 
broken up in the past, at the 
end of a dead-end street, they 
just pick up their marbles and 
go home.

New State Taxes 

There are more than $800,000,- 
000 of special appropriation bills 
in the legislative hopper. 

“New and increased state taxes 
impend, unless the state budget 
reduced substantially, Propo- 
sition No. 4 is repealed and the 
legislature clamps a tight lid on 
Special appropriations,” the asso- 
ciation warned. 

“In the long run, regardléss cf 
what level of government collects 
the taxes or what level of gov- 
ernment spends the money, the 
people must foot the tax bill. 

“For every $10,000,000 of state 
expenditure or state taxes, each 
person in California, on the aver- 
age, must pay $1 of taxes, there 
being ten million plus people in 
the state, the statement conclud- 
ed.

The Russians certainly want 
to win the good-will of the Ger- 
mans but after a week in Pa- 
ris they haven’t offered one 
idea that would increase their 
popularity. 

For example: they’re still 
talking of getting $10,000,000,- 
000 in reparations from Ger- 
many for the war. The West 
said that’s too tough on the 
Germans. 

In the conversations so far 
the West hag looked like a 
friend of the Germans, The 
Russians are still talking of in- 
flicting severe penalties on the 
Germans for the war. 

Since it’s unlikely the Ru;- 
sians came to the Paris talks 
without some cards up their 
sleeves, it’s still too early to 
talk of the outcome.

Walton was born of 
ntage at Stafford, England, Aug. 

1593, and spent his early years 
fas an ironmonger in London. 

After the Royalist defeat 
|Marzton Moore, he retired from 
j Qusitfess and” ’spent mcst of his 
‘ime in the intimacy of eminent 
English clergymen “of whom he 
was much beloved.” 

There he learned the leisurely 
fashion which is so outstanding in 
his treatise on fishing, which was 
first published in 1653 and came 
out in successive edition; for a 
juarter of a century. 

This work placed Walitcn in the 
front rank of English writers.

In the 1676 edition the 13 chap- 
ters of tne original edition had 
grown to 21, and a second part 


was added by his friend and fellow 


fisherman, Charles Cotton, who 
completed the instruction on fly 
fishing and making flies. 

Walton never professed to be 


an expert with the fly. The chap- 
ter on fly fishing in his first edi- 
tion was contributed by Thomas 
| Barker, a retired cock and humor- 
ist. 

But in the use of the frog, the 
worm, and the grasshopper, he 
was a master. The noted passage 
about the frog-—-often misquoted 
in connection with the worm 
gives something of the reverence, 
the charm, and the flavor of the 
| work: 

“Use him a3; though you loved 
him,” says Walton of the frog, 
“that is, harm him as little as you 
may possibly, that bk: may live 
longer.” 

Walton had mere than a love 
of angling. He had wit and a 
humorous manner, and these qual- 
ities endeared him to many famou; 
men, 

“The art 


of angling,” he said, 
‘is likened to the knowledge of 
mathematics, musick, and the rest 
of those precious arts, which by 
Ged's appointment and allowances 
|}were preserved from Noah's
